There is considerable speculation as to 


what the population of llacine. is at the 
present time. Careful estimates place it 
at 28,000, figuring from the school census 
just ta.ken which gives the number of 
school children at 0,OU4, a gain of $73 
over^the year previous. Figuring a little 
over 3 per cent on this census and it 
gives Eacinc a population of about 2S,- 
000. Some think the per cent a 'little 
high, but it is certainly a fair average, 


In ]Sf),3 when the census of ihe city was 


ta.ken by the late George Bliss, the popu- 
lation was 24,000 and the same year the 
school 
census 
was 
S.140. Estimating 


from these figures and those, of this year 
and it will be seen, that there is an im- 
mense gain in the school census.

More Important Than Cattle. 


BLOW AT RECKLESS RAILROADS

Jn a, recent ease in the Wisconsin su- 


preme court mention wj£ made at the 
time of the decision that Justice Dodge 
formerly of Hac-ine, filed 
a 
dissenting 


opinion, holding that 
a railroad com- 


pany should be held -to ail even greater 
degree of care of the. safely of persons 
than of cattle. 
The case was brought 


against the Milwaukee road for personal 
injuries .sustained by the plaintiff, Will- 
iam'E. Sfhug ot Menosha, a boy ten 
years old. 
Schug was stricken down on 


the track by a train and h.ul Ilia, foot 
cut oil'. 
It was proved that.the train 


wu-5 running at a.n unlawful speed and 
that it made no signals. 
The boy did 


not know of the approach of the train 
until too late to get clear of the track. 


The majority of t-he court held that 


the boy was a trespasser and that he 
knew it was dangerous to be walking on. 
the track: also .that the company was 
not grossly negligent because the engi- 
neer did not sec the boys by the side of 
the track, where they hud no legal right 
to be. . 


Justify Doilpre Dissent*. 


Justice Dodge dissented from the opin- 


ion of tiie court ami held liis individual 
opinion, which is ;is foilows: 


Dodge, J. (diiscnting). I find myself 


unable to. concur in the decision of the 
court in this case, or in a rule of law 
which exempts railroad companies so en- 
tirelv from any duty -to guard against 
injury to children in the operation ofihejr 
dangerous apparatus. 
When three little 


boys are seen running along the railroad 
track a thousand feet ahead o-f an eugine, 
it seem.-; to me gross negligence for Eli'e 
engineer to drive his train at au excessive 
and unlawful rate of speed upon them, 
without signal and without check. 
It 


evinces to my mind that recklessness and 
wantonness which constitute^ 
the 
de- 


gree of negligence, whether or not there 
be intc-iit or wilful purpose to injure. 
If 


it be urged thai from the fact that the 
boys were running the engineer might 
infer tha-t they knew of tiie approach of 
the train, it must have been obvious to 


him, 
from 
the slightest knowledge cf 


boyish instincts and tendencies, that they 
were running to reach the strret before 
the train overlook -them, and he should 
have realized that they -might not be able 
10 accomplish 
that purpose. 
A very 


slight checking of ihe unlawful speed of 
this train would have saved them from 
the needless peril. If. however, he did not 
'draw the inference 'that they knew of 
Uio approach of the train, then nothing 
could be marc heedless and wanton than 
to allow them, without signal, to remain- 
in ignorance while this peril was rush- 
in™ upon them. I have assumed that thfl 
children were seen by the engineer, for 
thy were in plain sight from the curve 
in the track, 1.0!)2 feet away: and the 
known custom of close obsorvation of the 
track ahead, supplemented by 
the ab- 


sence of ar.y denial from engineer or fire- 
man, 
who could refute flic fuel if not 


true, would certainly support a verdict 
to thai effect. 
As no statements of 


mine can serve as a guide to the pro- 
fusion. I shall not ineumher the reports 
with any extended discussion or citation 
o'i authorities. 
In Stucke re. Railroad- 


Co. 0 Wis.. -J12. the co-mp.Uiy iraS declared 
to be rendered liable by "wanton or need- . 
less d:uu,ige." or "where-the facts show: 
sireh a. il.'grce of rashness or iv.inton- 
ness on the part of tho servants of the 
company as evinces a total wairt of caro 
for the safety of the cattle;" and it was 
held ncccojary to submit to Tie jury tho 
question of gross negligeiioo -whoro tbo 
engineer drove his train upon cattle in 
plain sight, ivitlioub checking spezd OS 
sounding the whistle. That authority, 1' 
think, hoa never been questioned, and, 
such, being the rula of this court as to 
the duty due to cattle trespassing upon 
th*-track, 1 a-m unwilling to relax it iu 
case of chjWren. 
I think tho question 


whether defendants' servants were guilty 
of gross negligenco causing 
plaintiff's 


injury should have liccn submitted to ilit 
jury.

Gold Standard, for India. 


London, July 29.—A dispatch from 


George Hamilton, secretary of state for 
India, to Baron Curzon, the 
Indian- 


viceroy, announces that the 
govern- 


ment has decided to adopt the report 
of the Indian currency committee and 
that the- policy of keeping the Indian 
mints closed to tlie unrestricted coin- 
age of silver will be maintained. Tho 
dispatch further says that the British 
sovereign will he made a legal tender 
in and the current coin of India; that 
the mints will be opened to the ur,re- 
strlclsd coinage of gold, and that the 
permanent exchange value ot the'rupeo 
will bo 1 shilling 4 pence. 


GREAT BRITAIN TO ACT'ALONE. 


TPUl Settle Alaxkan Boundary QuoNtlon 


with tho United Status. 


Ottawa, put., July 29.—There 
are 


signs of a hasty adjournment of the 
dominion parliament. Within a week 
the session is expected to end. This is 
taken to mean that if a settlement of 
the Alaskan boundary dispute distaste- 
ful to Canada is to be forced on tho 
dominion senate b'y Great Britain the 
conservative minority in tbe house oi 
commons, will be out of the way.

see Captain Troy mount the steps lead- 
ing into the, building.

lleport of a Revolver 


resounded through the corridors of the 
builu.ng. At first the gentlemen in the 
police office did not realize that it was a 
gun shot, but iii a.moment concluded 
that someone had thrown a fire'cracker 
n the corridor and the gentlemen in 
front of the fire engine house believed 
that some person was fooling with firc- 
n-orks. 0fliccr Schumacher and the oth- 
ers in the police oflice started 
out 
to 


make -.in investigation. As Mr. 
Schu- 


maoher opened the door leading- into the

For many 
years Captain. Troy had suffered with a 
terrible rupture and was obliged to re- 
tiro from aetive life on this account. His 
sufferings at time were something terri- 
ble. During the past ten days lie. hod . 
been down-cast and morose and threaten- 
ed to end his life. Last Sunday night 
Assemblyman John Wagner met the cap- 
tain in front, of his- palm garden and of- 
fered him a fine black suit of clothing 
which he had purchased, but did not fit 
him. Captain Troy thanked Mr. Wag- 
ner, but declined the clothes, stating that 
he had all the clothes he could wear as 
long as lie lived; that he had suffered 
much, that he bod no friends in the 
world, everybody bad gone back on him. 
and he would not live long. Mr.-. Wagner 
cheered him and told him that he would 
do all in his power to assist him, but the 
captain commenced to cry and waiKed 
away. 


A few days ago he was talking to F. 


Elirdinger on Main street and- intimated 
that he believed he would kill himself. 
Yesterday noon he met. Chris Hanson, of 
the Thronpon-I-Ianson Furniture company 
and said to biro, '"When I die I want you 
to take my body to your morgue. Don't 
take it to my home. Notify my sons 
and they will take care of it and pay all 
the expenses." To others he talked in 
tho some manner and it wai evident to 
the captain's friends that he was desper- 
ate and might commit suicide, still it was 
not taken seriously by those who 'knew 
him best, as he was always jolly and jok- 
ing. 


So far .is known his family relations 


were of the friendliest terras and when 
the captain left bis home on Sixth street 
last evening he did not appear to be 
mentally excited. 


At D:30 he was seated in front of tha 


Wagner House and Officer John Ollerich 
bade him good evening; a, few moments 
after he was standing at the corner of. 
Main and Fourth streets, talking to a 
young man with a bicycle- arid then he, 
entered 
the simple rooms of Anthony; 


Duffey and called for a glass of beer, 
that being his custom almost every night 
It wa-s a little later than usual, but there 
was nothing unusual in his manner. Af- 
ter leaving the place he stood on the side- 
walk a short time and walked away. 
Several persons met him and he appear- 
ed cheerful, but. the strange thing is that 
no .one saw him cuter the city hall and 
not a sound was heard until the crack of 
the revolver that ended his life.

of Honor. 


But by.far.the greater number of 


medals for heroism displayed in saving 
life from drowning have been award- 
ed to individuals—people from 
the 


most varied walks of life; -men of high 
social position, Western 'Indians, n 
Southern 'negro, pleasure seekers along 
the coast, a Japanese cabin-steward, 
steam-boat men, and officers and men of 
the Unitod States army, navy and rev- 
enue cutter .service. Every section of 
the country seems to have contributed 
its hero or heroes to the roll o! honor. 
There are also heroines on that roll. A 
number of women hold silver medals, 
and two women the gold medal. Silver 
medals have also been awarded .to mere 
boys and girls for displays of daring 
far beyond their years. Frederick Ker- 
•nochan was a lad when he received a 
silver medal for saving a woman from 
drowning in the Nuveslnk river near 
Highlands, N. J., 'and Marie D. Parsons, 
a girl of only 10 years, when the res- 
cued a child at Fireplace, L. I. Nor 
was -Edith Morgan of Harniin, Mich., 
much beyond girlhood when she tried, 
with her father and brother, to row to 
a vessel capsized three miles out. Beat- 
en back 'by the heavy seas, she aided in 
clearing away the logs and driftwood 
from the ibeach so as to make' a track 
for the surfboat. At a previous rescue 
she had stood for six hours In the 
snow, hauling at the lifeline, In landing 
sailors from a wreck.
